INEYERYLIFE 


Salt Lake City, Utah, June 16.— 


Music has become a force and not an 
adjunct in the life of every American 
citizen, Anna Faulkner -Oberndorter, 
Chicago, national music chairman of 
the General Federation* of Women's 
Clubs, declared In an address here to- 
day at the1 federation's Great Salt Lake 
Council. 


"We Americans have had the wrong 


attitude regarding music for so long 
that it la difficult for us to grasp 
'quickly the full realization of its pow- 
er," she said. "As a nation we have 
treated, music as a thing apart from,' 
instead of a part of, our daily life. U 
is not so many years ago that the,aver- 
age American business man was all 
but ashamed to acknowledge a love for 
music, 


"Now a change has come. If we re- 


view the pages of musical history we 
will find that the greatest growth in 
music always follows some great war. 
The pre-war status of music in Amer- 
ica will never return." 


Mrs. Oberndorfer urged daily music 


hours in the homes during which the 
folk songs of America will be sung. 
Music memory contests should be 
started in every community by wo- 
men's clubs, she declared. 


The speaker declared many large 


Industries, which started community 
sings for employes during war times, 
were forced to forbid tbe singing of 
"jazz" music in their factories. 
" 'Jazz" music," she said, "in It* 


prlglnfl form was used as accompani- 
ment to' (he Vpodoo ceremonies by 
which the uneducated andulmost bar- 
baric aroused all his vilest and most 
sensuous nature."
